said Martin, as he played solo in the backyard. She credits 
that passion and an overall interest in all things sports for 
helping him find his voice, one that he has used to inform 
and entertain his readers since 1981. Martin said with 
pride that Shaughnessy had received the J.G. Taylor Spink 
Award by the Baseball Hall of Fame in 2016, then invited 
him to the lectern to rousing applause. 

Shaughnessy's sense of humor was on full display 
as he explained how the following hour would unfold - 
no PowerPoint presentation, no canned lecture. Instead it 
was an extemporaneous, witty, clever slide through New 
England sports followed by questions from the full house 
audience. 

Shaughnessy began by saying that this time of 
the year was especially important and stressful for school 
age kids trying out for a place on winter sports teams. He 
noted his own efforts at securing a varsity position in the 
shadow of his sister, nodding in Anne's direction, who 
was the better athlete. 

His editor had suggested he write a piece of 
fiction for the growing young adult audience, which 
inspired him to ponder one that featured a young girl 
who hid away at Fenway Park and lived for a season in a 
luxury box. 

"It is the ultimate way to watch a game," said 
Shaughnessy. "There's food, beverages, and a private 
bathroom!" 

Alas, his book idea never scaled the Green 
Monster, but he has written six well-received books, 
including one with former Red Sox Manager Terry 
Francona that became a best seller, Francona: The Red Sox 
Years. 

Fresh from reporting on the Red Sox World Series 
win, Shaughnessy said the 11 championship titles Boston 
teams have earned in this century kind of made up for the 
86 years that preceded, although, he pointed out, "The 
Celtics used to win every year." 

"I've been to eleven Duck Boat parades. ... If 
you're a sports writer and live in this century, people 
are eating it up," Shaughnessy said. "You are being well 
read." 

Joking about that 18-inning, coma-inducing third 
game of the 2018 World Series, Shaughnessy asked for a 
show of hands from those who survived the seven-hour 
and 20-minute game. About five hands valiantly were 
raised. Shaughnessy joked that the folks out on the west 
coast were commenting on the lateness of the hour, but he 
knew that the folks back in Boston were staring down a 
clock that read 3:00 am. 

When asked which Red Sox team was better - the 
2004 or 2018 - Shaughnessy didn't hesitate. 

"[It was] 2004," he replied. "There were five 
starters all in their prime." He added that he holds John 
Henry in very high regard. "Especially since he now owns 
the Globe/' a comment that elicited a hearty round of 
laughter. 

Of Manny Ramirez, Shaughnessy called him a 
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beautiful hitter whose hitting philosophy was, "I see the 
ball: I hit the ball." More laughter. 

Back to the 2018 Red Sox win, when asked his 
thoughts about Alex Cora not receiving Manager of the 
Year, he said, "Alex took the team from first place to first 
place ... with the most expensive team in the league." 

And what about that mystery man in the NFL, 
Ernie Adams, and his intriguing behind-the-scenes 
coaching of the coach - Belichick that is -Shaughnessy 
replied, "He makes big decisions, a genius, a very unusual 
guy: he wouldn't talk to me." He said that no one in the 
game seems to know what Adams does, but that "he's 
responsible for a lot." 

As for the NBA in terms of the game now being 
one of 3-point shots exclusively, he said, "It's a different 
game now. We are baying at the moon. This is the way 
it's going to go." He said that this type of scoring strategy 
saved wear and tear on the players, albeit not the game 
most grew up with. 

When asked how he gained access to players and 
management, Shaughnessy said it's hard to do, but added, 
"If you've been around long enough ..." Shaughnessy 
smiled. He said that he didn't have any inside sources, 
and that he wrote what he knew. "It's established we 
are not friends." He continued, "Pedro hated me, but 
now we're pretty good." Shaughnessy's fully engaged 
audience chuckled along with him. 

As the hour grew to a close, Shaughnessy was

training is mandatory." She said the breed has the ability 
to problem solve, a unique trait in dogs, but, again, one 
that can get them into trouble. 

Still, their hardworking natural talents coupled 
with their devotion to their owners can produce a well- 
balanced family dog if the humans do it right, attests 
Henshaw. 

The family breeds their dogs once every two years 
at the Poisett Kennel, but not for profit, said Henshaw. 
While some dogs are in fact sold, the cost of breeding 
and raising healthy animals quickly outpaces any 
compensation they receive from the sale of a single dog. 

"My grandmother doesn't make any money," she 
chuckled. 

Currently, the kennel is home to eight dogs. 

As for the dog show circuit that Henshaw has 
just recently returned from with Ducky, not unlike other 
competitive endeavors, it is a sub-culture unto itself, she 
explained. 

"For dog show people, it's all that matters," she 
said. The shows can be a drudge to those who don't enjoy 
the atmosphere and the competition, she added. "There's 
a lot of hurry up to wait." 

One upside of showing these sporting dogs is that 
their grooming is effortless - au naturel. Henshaw said 
that the judges look for the water-resistant coats to be oily, 
making it unnecessary to bath them prior to showing. Just 
a quick combing and brushing and they are ready to go.

"I fought the feeling of working with dogs as a 
career for a long time," admitted Henshaw. But now, as 
she is about to graduate from Bristol Community College, 
Henshaw is fully embracing dog training as a profession, 
but not just any type of dog training - the intense and 
critical training that prepares dogs and their handlers 
for security work known as Schutzhund, which means 
"protection dog" in German. 

Henshaw also hopes to start her own business as 
training German shepherds. Comparing the shepherds to 
the Chesapeakes, she said, "The Chesapeakes are the only 
sporting breed mentally and physically strong enough to 
handle Schutzhund training." 

Because of her many years in and around the 
dog show and training circuits, Henshaw has gained 
knowledge of the dos and don'ts when considering the 
purchase of a dog. 

"It's extremely important to go to a responsible 
breeder," said Henshaw. "Just because someone knows a 
lot about a breed doesn't mean they are good." She said 
that puppy mills might masquerade as quality breeders, 
so doing research is necessary. "If their main source of 
income is selling dogs, don't get that dog!" She said that 
genetic testing for disease is another critical element in 
understanding if a dog is healthy. 

"My grandparents gave me this gift," Henshaw 
said. "I just always wanted to be with their dogs." And 
now, as her future unfolds, it looks like the Poisett Kennel

Voters Adopt Amended Medical Cannabis 
Bylaw 

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting

After nearly an hour of deliberation, one blunt 
resident urged his fellow voters to "get out of the weeds," 
so to speak, poking pun that it was high time to take a 
vote on the Medical Marijuana Treatment Center bylaw 
that sparked debate during the Mattapoisett Special Town 
Meeting Monday night, November 26. 

Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker introduced 
Article 1 that restricts medical marijuana treatment 
centers (MMTC) to the Limited Industry Zone, the result 
of a joint effort between the board and various other 
town officials to institute zoning so these establishments 
could not set up shop anywhere in the General Business 
zone upon the December 31 expiration of the temporary 
moratorium. 


"We cannot deny a medical marijuana center in 
town; however, we can regulate where it is," Tucker said. 

As "empathetic and sympathetic to the Planning 
Board" as he said he was, resident Don Fleming took 
a few hits at strengthening the language of the article, 
despite Tucker's plea that this debate should not be 
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happening on Town Meeting floor; rather, residents had 
several opportunities to voice concerns during several 
public forums and public hearings. 

Nonetheless, Fleming proposed three 
amendments - one to include explicit language that 
a MMTC could not convert to adult-use cannabis 
establishments (despite Town Meeting's prior vote to 
ban adult-use cannabis businesses that would already 
preclude this), another requiring the applicant of a MMTC 
license to disclose all operating agreements if the business 
was a LLC (although the state's competitive and rigorous 
licensing process thoroughly vets applicants and their 
business structure prior to issuing a license), and a third 
amendment to add "investors" in the section of the article 
that already states that applicants must issue a statement 
under oath disclosing all "owners, shareholders, partners, 
members, managers, directors, officers, or other similar 
parties, representatives and entities and their addresses." 

According to Fleming, when an applicant 
must demonstrate $500,000 in assets before receiving 
a marijuana establishment license, "you invite some 
interesting people into the game." Making an applicant 
disclose funding sources, he said, lets the Town know 
"who they are dealing with." 

"Is it gambling money coming in?" Fleming 
asked, or perhaps money that would somehow be of 
concern? 

Although Tucker explained that all of this was 
already regulated under the state's laws, Fleming said he 
was more of a "belt and suspenders kind of person," and 
preferred explicit language. 

Moderator John Eklund called for a brief recess 
in order to consult with town counsel on language 
that would pack it all in and roll it into legal motions. 
Fleming's ensuing motions continued the debate, with 
Fleming garnering enough votes to pass his first motion to 
add language to prevent adult-use marijuana conversion, 
but struck out on his second motion. By the time Fleming 
was discussing his third motion to add "investors," 
resident Don Cuddy was ready to move on. 

"This is a solution looking for a problem," Cuddy 
said, pointing out that it felt more like 1960 that night 
than 2018. "A few years from now, [cannabis shops] will 
be as common as Dunkin' Donuts. ... And if anybody 
hasn't noticed, Pablo Escobar is now in custody, so the 
Colombian cartels won't be targeting Mattapoisett any 
time soon. 

"Let's get out of the weeds here," said Cuddy. 
"Pun intended." 

The main motion with the one amendment was 
eventually adopted 90-3. 

Voters also approved Article 8, appropriating 
$225,000 for a new ambulance for the Police Department. 
As Police Chief Mary Lyons explained, $100,000 would 
come from ambulance receipts, and the Town would 
borrow the remaining $125,000. 

The ambulance will replace a 2006 ambulance 
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that is "beyond its useful life" and "on its last leg," Lyons 
stated. 

Lyons also mustered support for Article 9 
appropriating Mattapoisett's share of $135,000 for a police 
radio communication upgrade project with Acushnet and 
Fairhaven. 

The system will be upgraded from an analog to a 
digital analog system that allows for redundancy should 
power fail in Mattapoisett. 

Of the $135,000 total, $39,000 will come from 
previous article balances and $96,000 from free cash. 

Article 10 also passed, appropriating $10,000 
towards the design, engineering, permitting, and 
approvals needed to improve, renovate, and rehabilitate 
Industrial Drive. Further work includes improving the 
intersection of Industrial Drive and North Street, the 
pedestrian crossing on North Street, and the development 
of a shared multi-use path (bike path) from North Street 
to the Marion Town line. 

Sponsored by the Board of Selectmen, the 
$800,000 project would be funded in part by a grant the 
Town is requesting through the DOT bill grant. 

Article 11 passed as well, although resident Jody 
Bauer questioned one of the six capital improvement 
projects that totaled $128,500 altogether. 

The $40,000 request to pave what the article stated 
simply as "parking lot Barstow Street" prompted Bauer 
to ask why the Town would be funding a parking lot that 
belongs to the Mattapoisett Congregational Church. 

Town Administrator Mike Gagne said the church 
allows the Council on Aging to use the lot during the 
week, and a written agreement between the church and 
the Town would be required before the paving. As of 
Town Meeting, there was no written agreement presented 
to voters. 

"We won't move unless the church actually 
makes the ... agreement," Gagne said. 

The other capital projects included in the article 
were $15,000 for the Fire Department outboard motor 
replacement; $7,500 for fire truck lighting upgrades; 
$16,000 for COA facility upgrades; $35,000 for bike path 
safety crossing lights; and $35,000 for unspecified Town

building repairs. 

Voters also approved Article 16 appropriating 
$25,000 for the Town's share of a new 23-foot 400-gallon 
capacity pumpout boat for the Harbormaster's Department. 
Another $56,000 will be provided through a grant from the 
Clean Vessel Program. 

Article 20 received a round of applause from voters 
upon its adoption, appropriating $88,426 for an emergency 
power generator at the Mattapoisett Housing Authority 
Complex. 

The complex that mostly offers senior housing 
suffered long bouts without electricity during winter storms 
this prior season, prompting Selectman Jordan Collyer to 
bring up the concern to the lieutenant governor who in 
turn offered the Town a grant to fund the entire project. 

The Town will pay for the installation and receive full 
reimbursement after. 

Other articles that passed: 

Article 2 to amend the general Bylaws to include a 
new section, 2.18, essentially adopting the Mullin Rule that 
allows committee, commission, and board members to vote 
on a matter if they are absent from one session of the public 
hearing, so long as the member becomes familiarized with 
the matter through review of submittals, filings, documents, 
and recording of the meeting. 

Article 3 to appropriate a total of $400,000 from 
Certified Free Cash to stabilization funds as follows: 

$50,000 to the Special Education Reserve Stabilization Fund, 
$100,000 to the Debt Service Stabilization Fund, $100,000 
to the Long Term Stabilization Fund, and $150,000 to the 
Capital Improvement Stabilization Fund. 

Article 4 for $10,000 to review the Town's Zoning 
Bylaws, Rules, and Regulations. 

Article 5 to borrow $100,000, use $201,250 from past 
article project money, and use $498,750 in grant money for a 
total of $800,000 to replace the water main at Pease's Point. 

Article 6 to enter into a 20-year payment in lieu of 
taxes (PILOT) agreement with solar developer BWC Pine 
Island Brook, LLC. 

Article 7 for $80,174 to supplement various 
departments as follows: $7,643 to the water Department; 
$67,506 to the Sewer Department; and $5,025 to the

Article 15 for $22,000 - of which $12,000 goes 
to Health Department Inspector Salaries and $10,000 to 
Town Solid Waste Disposal. 

Article 17 for $30,000 for plans and bidding for

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application to the Massachusetts Department of Energy 
Resources (DOER). The application is largely complete, 
but there were some items DOER needed clarified. 

Once the DOER receives the updated information, the 
town should receive news on the Green Communities 
designation within a few months. 

Committee member Bill Saltonstall suggested the 
committee focus on using the initial grant money on short 
duration projects, saying, "If what we do with the first 
grant money takes a long time, it will hold us up getting 
more grant money." 

Pierce suggested the committee identify low- 
hanging fruit and recommend those projects to the Board 
of Selectmen, which makes the decision on the projects to 
pursue. 

As a Green Community, the Town is committed 
to reducing its energy use by 20 percent in five years. 
Saltonstall proposed the committee look at fuel use by 
individual Town vehicles, which he described as a "big, 
big number." He offered to look at Town records to 
determine how much fuel each vehicle is using. 

The committee briefly revisited the question 
of the proposed solar array on Wareham Street. Pierce 
noted that he had attended a Tree Committee meeting, 
describing what he perceived as considerable angst over 
the clear-cutting for the solar project. 

Christian Ingerslev, an Energy Management 
Committee member who had attended the Planning 


Board's public hearing on the solar project earlier in the 
month, said he felt the Town was not getting enough out 
of the project to warrant its approval. 

Committee member Eileen Marum, who is also a 
member of the Planning Board, lamented that the Town is 
"working toward energy independence," and "working 
towards dealing with climate change." 

"The stumbling block is the tree-clearing," said 

Marum. 

In other matters, the committee's longtime effort 
to acquire LED street light fixtures is close to fruition. 

Saltonstall reported that delivery and installation 
of the lights will begin the first week of December and 
should be completed within two weeks of the start date. 
Saltonstall intends to perform inspection of the work, 
and he reminded the committee that, once the work is 
complete, grant applications could be submitted to reduce 
the total cost of the lights down to 60 percent. 

Also during the meeting, committee member Jim 
Bride submitted an outline for a new effort to promote 
energy savings for local businesses. 

Bride made a number of proposals in which the 
Town would help local businesses save energy and, in 
turn, ways in which local businesses could help the Town 
save energy. 

Some of the ideas included installing smart 
meters and sensors in Town buildings to monitor energy 
use, a Town-hosted energy fair and a series of workshops 
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to educate businesses on how to reduce energy use, and 
contacting major businesses like Cumberland Farms 
or Lockheed Martin to inquire how they manage and 
reduce energy costs and how that may be applied to town 
buildings. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for January 28 at 
7:00 pm at the Marion Music Hall. 

ConCom, Developer Ready for Wetlands Solution 

Rochester Conservation Commission

"I'm not interested" isn't the direction that 


those present for the proposed Village at Plumb Corner 
age-restricted housing development were hoping for at 
the November 20 Rochester Conservation Commission 
meeting, but that's what Chairman Mike Conway told 
one attorney and engineer as the continued public hearing 
was again opened. 

Conway wasn't interested in anything that 
didn't directly pertain to the Notice of Intent, which 
didn't include an explanation from the property owner's 
attorney Peter Paul. In fact, Conway wasn't interested in 
discussing the NOI at all unless abutters were re-notified 
beforehand. 

"This has been continued for six times," said 
Conway. "For us to talk about the merits of the [NOI] 
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would approve of. Nonetheless, one of the options - at 
least a possible hybrid of two of them - appealed to the 
commission. 

Currently there is no treatment of the stormwater 
runoff from Plumb Corner Mall before it flows into the 
wetlands, and both the developer and his engineers are 
hoping that an option to filtrate the stormwater that 
now passes into the wetlands would be acceptable to 
the commission instead of diverting it, a concern the 
commission also had as a decrease in water flow would 
likely impact the wetlands to some unknown degree. 

Although the wetlands appear to be ground-fed, 
they have grown in size since the Plumb Corner Mall 
project. The pipe that fed the untreated stormwater was 
only discovered recently, said Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon, and the original order for the plan was never 
completed. 

Churchill repeated often that it was his preference 
to mirror what was happening now, and offered to file 
a new NOI in order to get the project moving forward 
again. Only this time, he said, "We will be able control 
how much water - treated water - gets put into that 
[wetlands]. ... We have the ability and controls in place to 
be able to do that." 

The discussion included other options that 
include catch basins and diverting the stormwater into a 
field and simply allowing it to infiltrate into the ground, 
but all the group really needed that night was direction 
from the commission. 

"Are we on the right page?" Churchill asked. 
"Because we've been spinning our wheels for five months 
- not because of your board, but because we've been 
spinning our wheels on how to come up with a solution 
that became our client's [problem]." 

According to Farinon, the wetlands support 
vernal pool species, observed during a springtime visit to 
the site. Clearly, maintaining this wetland is a priority for 
the commission. 

As Churchill emphasized, he prefers to eliminate 
the pollutants from the discharge and make it clean before 
it hits the wetlands. Farinon acknowledged that the group 
was at a critical stage in the planning process and really 
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today," you need to notify abutters all over again, he told 
them. All Conway wanted to talk about that night was the 
illicit discharge of stormwater into the wetlands behind 
the property, and that wasn't until later in the agenda. 

In the meantime, John Churchill on behalf of 
REpurpose Properties continued the hearing until January 
22 and agreed to notify the abutters. 

Later, after the rest of the agenda was done, Brian 
Wallace gave an overview of the four current options 
for stormwater control and how each one would impact 
the existing wetlands. With an outstanding incomplete 
Order of Conditions from the 1990s still hanging over 
the project, it seemed as though the developer could do 
nothing that both the commission and the Planning Board 
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needed the commission to provide the direction the group 
asked for moving forward. 

"My opinion on this is, design the storage you 
need to meet the current flows to that wetland," said 
commission member Daniel Gagne. "Get the same 
amount of water, clean - provide scour protection. That is, 
I think, a reasonable solution." 

"That's on board with what the consultant with 
the Planning Board would want," said Churchill. 

"We don't want a design that's going to cut [the 
wetlands] off and turn it into something else, or impair 
its capacity to continue to serve as a vernal pool," said 
Farinon. 

Town Planner Steve Starrett spoke in defense of 
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REpurpose et al., saying, "These gentlemen are actually 
spending a lot of time and effort on this project. ... We're 
looking for direction. We have to make a decision [relative 
to] what the Conservation really wants to do." 

Conway told Churchill to file a new NOI in the 
end, and the commission agreed to seek advice from 
town counsel on how to handle the existing OOC as the 
commission moves forward with the applicant. 

In other matters, at Farinon's recommendation, 
the commission approved the Notice of Intent for Joseph 
Longo of CorGo LLC, to build a single-family house, 
driveway, septic system, and drinking water well at 91 
Sarah Sherman Road, within the 100-foot buffer zone 
of the wetlands, and a portion of the work within the 
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200-foot Outer Riparian Zone of Sherman Brook. The 
commission added the special condition that a pre¬ 
construction meeting be held prior to commencement of 
work. 

Also during the meeting, Conway gave engineer 
Bob Rogers some flak for an outstanding 21-year-old 
incomplete Order of Conditions after a Certificate of 
Compliance was requested by applicant Decas Real Estate 
Trust for 15 Cranberry Highway for two commercial 
buildings, parking, drainage, and utilities. Some of the 
specs from the original plan deviated in some ways as 
reported by engineering consultant Bill Madden. Rogers 
said it wasn't like he was there to just "let us off the hook" 
so the property owner could move ahead with selling the 
property; rather, he continued, "I just wanted to put all 
our cards on the table." The hearing was continued until 
December 18. 

The commission approved a request for a 
Certificate of Compliance for Waterman Realty Trust for 
802 Walnut Plain Road for single-family house, driveway, 
and grading. 

At the request of applicant Steve Long from 
Borrego Solar Systems, the public hearing for an 
Abbreviated Notice of Resource Area Delineation at 75 
Vaughan Hill Road was continued until December 4. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for December 4 at 7:00 pm at 
the Rochester Town Hall.

To the Editor: 

Question 2 on the ballot in the November 6, 2018 
elections in Massachusetts called for the establishment of a 
Citizens Commission. This proposed law would be set up 
to consider and recommend potential amendments to the 
U.S. Constitution to establish that corporations (and other 
artificial entities) do not have the same Constitutional rights 
as human beings and that campaign contributions and 
expenditures may be regulated. 

In the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as a whole, 
more than 71% of those who voted cast their vote in favor of 
establishing such a Commission. Per a timeline determined 
from the full text of Question 2, the following activities will 
take place: 

-In early January 2019, there will be a posting date 
of the opportunity to serve on the Commission (open to any 
resident of Massachusetts who is a U.S. citizen). 

-By April 30, 2019, appointments of the 15 members 
to the Commission will be complete (3 each from the 
Governor, the Secretary of the Commonwealth, the Attorney 
General, the Speaker of the state House of Representatives 
and President of the state Senate). 

-From early May to the end of December 2019, 
the Commission will meet to gather evidence and take 
testimony in researching the impact of political spending 
in Massachusetts and the possibilities of regulating such 
expenditures. 

-The Commission will deliver its report by December 
31, 2019. 

-The Secretary of the Commonwealth will deliver 
the report in early January 2020 to the state Legislature, the 
United States Congress, and the President of the United 
States. 

The Act so distributed will urge Congress to pass 
and ratify the recommended amendment(s).

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was subsequently rejected at Town Meeting. Following 
a year of back and forth negotiations between the 
Planning Board and the Energy Management Committee, 
a second proposal was approved by the voters. One of 
the key provisions of the compromise legislation was a 
prohibition against the large-scale removal of trees. This 
project proposes to remove 18 acres of trees. 

This proposal does not meet the requirements of 
the law and must be rejected. If there is a Planning Board 
member who thinks that the Town Meeting did not think 
an 18-acre clear cutting was not large scale, please identify 
yourself. You should not be in office. 

The developer is offering to make payments to 
the town if the project is approved. So what do you call a 
money payment to further an illegal project? It's a bribe, 
so call it a bribe. 

Here's the big picture: Town Meeting agonizes 
over changes to Marion's zoning laws. Any proposed 
law is required to have a public hearing and a report by 
the Planning Board. To be approved, a proposal must 
receive the approval of 2 / 3 of Town Meeting voters. Town 
Meeting has spoken on this issue and the Planning Board 
has no discretion in this matter. To even consider this 
proposal has been a slap in the face to Town Meeting. The 
Planning Board must reject the current solar proposal on 
Route 6.

By 1903, it 
was the property of Miss J. Briggs. In 1937, it became the 
Headmaster's House when Tabor Academy was moved to 
the waterfront. Headmaster Walter Huston Lillard lived 
here until 1942, when he left Tabor Academy to assist the 
war effort. His successor was James W. Wickenden. The 
Headmaster's House became an important focus of the 
school's academic life. 

Gifts of Elizabeth Taber, Marion's Benefactress 

Elizabeth Sprague Pitcher spent the first thirty 
three years of her life in Marion village growing up, 
teaching children to read and write, and to be responsible 
citizens. In 1824 she married Stephen Taber, a clock maker 
in Acushnet, and they moved to New Bedford where 
they wisely invested their money in whaling ships, mill 
stocks, and railroad bonds. Their three children all died 
in infancy, and Stephen passed away in 1862, leaving the 
widow Elizabeth yearning to return to Marion to enrich 
the lives of its citizens. 

Elizabeth Tabor's generosity to Marion included 
six buildings 
as well as 
parks, trees, 
cemeteries, and 
endowment 
monies for the 
maintenance 
of her new 
creations. 

Hence, she was 
often called 
"Marion's Fairy 
Godmother." 

What were these gifts? 

Her first generosity was the Elizabeth Taber 
Library in 1872. Included with the gift was a $15,000 
endowment, a $4,000 life insurance policy, and a gift of 
her own furniture. In addition, she also gave a $6,000 
legacy for the proposed Natural History Museum above 
the library

1876 was the Tabor Academy Academic Building. In the 
thirties, the town of Marion made a trade of buildings 
with Tabor Academy and this building became the Marion 
Town Hall. 

In 1876, Union Hall was the third building 
that Elizabeth Taber built. It was for the ladies of the 
Congregational Church for their sewing groups and social 
occasions. Union Hall was located on South Street where 
the Fellowship Hall of St. Gabriel's now stands. 

Taber Hall was the fourth building given by Mrs. 
Taber in 1880 to house the principal of Tabor Academy, 

Mr. Clark Howland. She resided in an apartment on the 
second floor until her death in 1888 at the age of 97. It was 
originally located where Sippican School is today, and 
was later moved to its present location on Cottage Street. 

Elizabeth Taber built the stone Congregational 
Chapel in 1885 because she did not think it proper for 
children to have Sunday school in the basement of the 
church. She hired William Gibbons Preston, a noted 
Boston architect, who summered in Marion, to design 
the chapel. Among other activities, it houses the church's 
Penny Pincher's Exchange today. 

Her sixth and final gift to Marion was the Music 
Hall, built in 1890-91, two years after Elizabeth Taber 
died. It was also designed by William Gibbons Preston. 

It fulfilled her desire to "put some snap into Marion," to 
provide a hall for musical and theatrical performances to 
enhance the cultural life in her beloved town. 

A life-sized bronze statue of Elizabeth Taber 
has been commissioned to be placed on the corner of 
Bicentennial Park across from the Town Hall. The Board 
of Selectmen has heartily endorsed this project, which will 
be completed some time prior to summer, 2020.

My parrot only like the sunflower seeds in her seed 
mix. How can I get her to eat the other seeds ? 

I equate an all seed diet to an all-white bread 
diet. Ok, in the short run, but severely deficient 
over time. Seeds lack vitamin A and a number of 
essential oils. 

What should I feed my parrot? 

Feed pelleted bird food. It looks like dry dog or 
cat food but much smaller, and its formulated 
for birds. To this add fresh fruits and vegetables. 
Offer the seeds for 10 minutes in the morning 
and 10 minutes in the evening and leave the 
pellets, fruits and veggies available for the rest of 
the day.

The Christmas Chronicles. Starring Kurt Russell and 
Darby Camp. Directed by Clay Kaytis. Running time: 
104 minutes. MPA A rating: PG. Now streaming on 
Netflix from November 22. 

Netflix's The Christmas Chronicles lasts, with 
credits, one hour and forty-four minutes, of which fifty- 
three minutes are worthwhile. You're way ahead of me: 
those are the minutes featuring Kurt Russell as Santa 
Claus (he prefers "Saint Nick"), a robust, not quite jolly 
old elf who oddly seems to fit right in with Russell's 
recent run of hirsute cowboys and rough workers with a 
surplus of chin and / or lip fur. Russell plays Santa with 
absolute integrity, which in this context means he plays 
Santa as Kurt Russell playing Santa, which is the only 
reason most people of legal age would want to watch this. 
And he delivers. 

Sadly, Russell shares the movie with two 
irritating kids, chipper believer Kate (Darby Camp) and 
her sullen teenage older brother Teddy (Judah Lewis). 
They're bummed because their firefighter dad died on 
duty, and their mom (Kimberly Williams-Paisley in an 
utterly thankless role) just wants them to get along. 
Because Teddy no longer has a father figure, he's drifting 
towards crime (he and his buddies literally steal a car 
for a joyride at one point). Teddy needs to be bitter and 
cynical so that, of course, he can relearn Christmas Spirit 
over the course of the movie, but that could have been 
accomplished without all the grand-theft-auto stuff that 
can't help implying that single women can't raise boys 
without disaster. 

On Christmas Eve, these kids, led by Kate, find 
themselves in Santa's sleigh, where they startle him 
and he lands them somewhere in Chicago without his 
reindeer or his magic hat. If he doesn't get these items 
back soon, there will be no Christmas cheer, by which the 
movie means no presents. I kept waiting for the film to 
break out the old platitude that Christmas is about more 
than presents, but nope. It's about presents and also about 
the other dude of the day — at one quiet moment in the 
adventure, Kate and Teddy pause outside a church and 
sadly reflect that they haven't been since their dad died. 
Which, I guess, means their mother hasn't brought them? 
So we'll blame her for her kids being godless, too! 

It's probably useless to come at The Christmas 



Chronicles with politics, though there is that odd moment 
where Santa, denying that he actually says "Ho ho 
ho," grumps "It's just a myth. Fake news." That'll date 
the movie in a bad way, not that Netflix cares, nor its 
uninspired director Clay Kaytis (an animation guy who 
graduated to jodhpurs and megaphone with the Angry 
Birds movie). A good deal of the film is an excuse for 
elaborate CG effects, which have no magic; even a long 
look inside Santa's toy bag is a multileveiled vision of 
card catalogs and conveyor belts of gifts — it's like Terry 
Gilliam without a brain. At least Sofia Coppola's A Very 
Murray Christmas had some soul (and Bill Murray). 

Russell tries his damnedest, though. In a sequence 
that will justify the movie for some, Santa jams in a 
prison cell with some surprise ringers whose identities I 
won't spoil (a hint: if the movie had any wit it would've 
stranded Santa in Jersey). Russell himself takes the lead 
on "Santa Claus Is Back in Town," and he's in good 
voice, busting out his old E moves (Elvis, of course, first 
recorded the song sixty-one autumns ago). Now, having 
Kurt Russell get his Elvis on, as well as winking at some 
of his past roles ("Big trouble," Santa intones), will 
satisfy some of the audience, including yr. humble scribe. 
And I can't feel sad for Russell being in a movie that's 
unworthy of him in general, because he lifts all his scenes 
so effortlessly, bringing his own cool party with him and 
inviting us to join in. 

I also liked the way Russell plays the many 
scenes in which Santa knows various folks' childhood 
dreams and hopes. His Santa is a little irascible, given 
the circumstances, but also good-hearted. This isn't one 
of Russell's challenging performances, like those in the 
underrated Miracle or Dark Blue. Here, he reminded me 
of Jeff Goldblum, who can also get artsy and serious, but 
whose natural charisma is such that you can be content 
just watching Jeff having fun being Jeff. And the same is 
true of Kurt. For fifty-three minutes. 
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The hull is complete, but SEMA still needs the 
public's support to finish interior and deck work.

town center. Over the years it has become one of 
Fairhaven's favorite events. 

In December 1998, the Fairhaven Office of 
Tourism first launched what was then called the "Very 
Victorian Holiday/' bringing together about thirty non¬ 
profit, school, and church groups to create a weekend 
filled with old-fashioned holiday events. Previously, 
independent groups had held fairs, bazaars, concerts, 
luncheons, house tours, sing-alongs, and other activities 
over the course of several weeks between mid-November 
and Christmas. What was different in 1998 was that 
most of those events were moved to a single weekend 
and promoted as one big, holiday package, wrapped 
in a Victorian theme, with the public able to walk from 
location to location in the center of town. Tourism 
Director Christopher Richard credits Millicent Allen and 
Helen Radcliffe with first suggesting the idea. 

The weekend slate of activities has been repeated 
every year since, with the only change being the switch of 
the name from "Victorian" to "Old-Time" so that it was 
not bound to a specific historical time period. 

This year, as always, most of the Old-Time 
Holiday events take place during the day on Saturday, 
December 8. Both the First Congregational Church, 34 
Center Street, and the Unitarian Memorial Church, 102 
Green Street, will hold fairs, with church members and 
outside vendors displaying a wide variety of items for 
sale. In a similar vein, about 25 of the town's non-profit
